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More Than 180 Homes Destroyed by California Fires

MIDDLETOWN, California 
(AP) — Two of California's 
fastesf-burning wildfires in 
decades overtook several 
Northern California towns, 
destroying more than 180 
homes and sending resi¬ 
dents fleeing Sunday on 
highways lined with build¬ 
ings, guardrails and cars still 
in flames. 

At least 100 homes were 
destroyed by a wildfire in 
Northern California's Lake 
County that raced through 
dry brush and exploded in 
size within hours, officials 
said Sunday. The devasta¬ 
tion comes after a sepa¬ 
rate wildfire to the south¬ 
east destroyed at least 81 
homes. 

Residents streamed from 
Middletown Sunday morn¬ 
ing and had to dodge smol¬ 
dering telephone poles, 
downed power lines and 
fallen trees as they drove 
through billowing smoke. 
Whole blocks of houses 
burned in parts of Middle- 
town, where firefighters 
were driving around flam¬ 
ing utility poles to put out 
spot fires Sunday after¬ 
noon. On the west side of 
town, house after house 
was burned to their foun¬ 
dations, with only charred 
appliances and twisted 
metal garage doors still 
recognizable. 

Homeowner Justin Galvin, 
33, himself a firefighter, 
stood alone at his home, 
poking its shin-high, smok¬ 


ing ruins with a piece of 
scrap metal. 

“This is my home. Or it was,” 
said Galvin, who spent all 
night fighting another fire in 


Amador County. 

Wind gusts that reached 
up to 30 miles per hour (48 
kph) sent embers raining 
down on homes and made 
it hard for firefighters to stop 
the Lake County blaze from 
advancing, California De¬ 
partment of Forest Protec¬ 
tion spokesman Daniel Ber- 
lant said. 

Four firefighters who are 
members of a helicopter 


crew were injured Saturday 
while battling the flames. 
They remained hospitalized 
in stable condition Sunday, 
Berlant said. 


There’s no official tally of 
the destruction yet be¬ 
cause firefighters are fo¬ 
cused on new evacuation 
orders and on residents’ 
safety, he said. 

People were ordered Sun¬ 
day to evacuate a in Clear 
Lake Riviera, a town with 
about 3,000 residents. Cal 
Fire said. 

George Escalona told The 
Associated Press that parts 


of Middletown, including 
his home, have burned to 
the ground. In some areas 
of town “there is nothing 
but burned houses, burned 


cars,” he said, adding that 
he had nothing left but the 
clothes he was wearing. 
The 60-square-mile (155-sq. 
kilometer) fire erupted Sat¬ 
urday afternoon and rap¬ 
idly chewed through brush 
and trees parched from 
several years of drought. 
Cal Fire said. Entire towns as 
well as residents along a 35- 
mile (56-kilometer) stretch 
of highway were evacu¬ 


ated. Gov. Jerry Brown on 
Sunday declared a state of 
emergency to free up re¬ 
sources. 

Brown had already de¬ 
clared a state of emer¬ 
gency for the separate 
101-square-mile (160-kilo- 
meter) wildfire southeast of 
Sacramento that has de¬ 
stroyed at least 81 homes 
and 51 outbuildings and 
turned the grassy, tree- 
studded Sierra Nevada 
foothills an eerie white. 

Fire officials had earlier 
counted 86 homes de¬ 
stroyed, but issued the new 
figure Sunday morning. 
Crews have also increased 
containment on that blaze 
to 20 percent. 

The fire, which broke out on 
Wednesday was threaten¬ 
ing about 6,400 more build¬ 
ings. 

Mark Ghilarducci, director 
of the Governor’s Office of 
Emergency Services, said 
this summer's fires are the 
most volatile he has seen 
in 30 years of emergency 
response work. The main 
cause behind the fast¬ 
spreading fires is dry con¬ 
ditions from the four-year 
drought, he said. 
Meanwhile, new evacua¬ 
tion orders were issued Sat¬ 
urday for the largest wildfire 
in the state, threatening to 
sweep through an ancient 
grove of Giant Sequoia 
trees. The fire, sparked by 
lightning on July 31, has 
charred 201 square miles 
(520 sq. kilometers), the U.S. 
Forest Service said. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Three 
days before the next Re¬ 
publican presidential de¬ 
bate, signs abound that 
some rivals of billionaire 
developer Donald Trump 
are taking direct aim at his 
decisive lead with attacks 
on his divisive rhetoric and 
vague policy. 

“There will probably be 
more elbows thrown at 
that debate,” Republican 
National Committee Chair¬ 
man Reince Priebus said 
Sunday on CNN’s “State of 
the Union.” 

From the campaign to 
cable television, some of 
Trump's rivals are testing 
ways to hobble his bid, 
since the mogul's own 
bombast and lack of policy 
details have not hurt him 
with Republican primary 


voters.. 

“Someone has to bring 
him down,” Kentucky Sen. 
Rand Paul told The Associ¬ 
ated Press last week. “I’m

not going to sit quietly by 
and let the disaster that is 
Donald Trump become the 
nominee.” 

For all of the Republican 


hopefuls, the CNN debate 
on Wednesday at the Ron¬ 
ald Reagan Presidential 
Library in Simi Valley, Cali¬ 
fornia, is the last chance for 
several weeks to claim the 
national spotlight. Pope 
Francis is poised to eclipse 
national politics with his 
tour of the hemisphere, 
football season begins and 
Congress faces serious de¬ 
cisions about whether to 
fund or close the govern¬ 
ment. 

Over the weekend, Trump’s 
rivals campaign-tested 
their approaches, which 
seemed aimed at his cred¬ 
ibility and his smash-mouth 
style. 

“Mr. Trump says that I can’t 
speak Spanish," former Flor¬ 
ida Gov. Jeb Bush, speak¬ 
ing Spanish, told supporters 
Saturday in Miami. “Pobre- 
cito (poor guy).” 

And former technology 
executive Carly Fiorina, 
whose face Trump ridiculed 
in a Rolling Stone interview, 
tried dismissal. 

“Donald Trump is an enter¬ 
tainer," she told reporters 
in Dover, New Hampshire. 
Leadership is not “about 
how big your office is, it’s 
not about how big your 
airplane, your helicopter or 
your ego is,” she added in 
another appearance. 
Trump’s campaign, mean¬ 
while, is soaring past up¬ 
roars that would have sunk 
other candidates. His na¬ 
tional poll numbers have 
risen to rival Democratic 
front-runner Hillary Rodham 
Clinton in head-to-head 
matchups. 

On Friday, former Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry, the leading 
anti-Trump voice among 
the Republican contend¬ 
ers, became the first can¬ 
didate to drop his troubled 
bid for the nomination. 
Among Republicans, still- 
early surveys suggested 
that the reality TV star has 
more support than the 


once-top-tier trio of Bush, 
Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walk¬ 
er and Florida Sen. Marco 
Rubio combined. In sec¬ 
ond place: retired neuro¬ 
surgeon Ben Carson, who 
has repeatedly refused to 
criticize Trump in recent 
days. 

Ohio Gov. John Kasich also 
declined to take on Trump. 
During an appearance on 
“Fox News Sunday” Kasich 
said he’d rather spend his 
time introducing himself to 
voters who aren't familiar 
with him. 

Trump is showing signs that 
he's aware of the growing 
target on his back. On the 
eve of Wednesday’s de¬ 
bate, Trump is expected 
to deliver an address on 
national security and veter¬ 
ans’ issues. In a few weeks, 
there will be more policy 
statements. Trump said, 
when he releases a plan to 
reduce taxes. 

For now, he’s firing back. 
“Lightweight Senator @ 
RandPaul should focus on 
trying to get elected in Ken¬ 
tucky— a great state which 
is embarrassed by him,” 
Trump tweeted late Satur¬ 
day. “I truly understood the 
appeal of Ron Paul, but his 
son, @RandPaul, didn't get 
the right gene.” 

He's casting Carson, mean¬ 
while, as lacking energy 
and an inadequate advo¬ 
cate for the nation. 

“I’m a deal maker. I will 
make great deals for this 
country. Ben can't do that,” 
Trump told CBS’s “Face the 
Nation.” "Ben's a doctor, 
and he’s not a dealmaker.” 
Carson noted on the same 
show that he's been on 
the board of international 
companies like Kellogg’s 
and Costco. 

Earlier on ABC’s “This 
Week,” Carson said: “You 
don’t have to be loud to 
be energetic."□

Three inmates were 
stabbed to death dur¬ 
ing an attack or fight at 
an Oklahoma prison and 
a fourth died of his injuries 
overnight, an official said 
Sunday. 

The violence erupted at 
around 4 p.m. Saturday at 
the Cimarron Correctional 
Facility in Cushing, a com¬ 
munity between the state's 
two largest cities, Oklaho¬ 
ma City and Tulsa. 

A preliminary investiga¬ 
tion determined that the 
stabbings apparently hap¬ 
pened in quick succession 
while the inmates at a me¬ 
dium-security wing of the 
prison were being let out of 
their cells into the exercise 
yard, said Terri Watkins, a 
spokeswoman for the state 
Department of Corrections. 
She said investigators were 
still trying to determine 
what caused the violence. 
“The entire stabbing inci¬ 
dent happened over a 
couple of minutes,” Wat¬ 
kins said. “The 40-minute 
time frame is what it took

to get everybody back in 
their cells and get the sys¬ 
tem locked down." 

No prison staff were in¬ 
jured or involved in the at¬ 
tack. None of the prison¬ 
ers’ names were released 
because their families had 
to be notified first, Watkins 
said. 

Three inmates were de¬ 
clared dead on Saturday 
and the fourth died over¬ 
night at a hospital, she said. 
Watkins said she didn't 
have information about 
the nature of the fourth in¬ 
mate's injuries or the injuries 
of four other prisoners who 
were treated at the hospi¬ 
tal. 

One of the treated inmates 
was later returned to the 
prison and the other three 
remained hospitalized in 
stable condition Sunday, 
said Steve Owen, a spokes¬ 
man for Tennessee-based 
Corrections Corporation of 
America, the private com¬ 
pany which owns and op¬ 
erates the prison. 

Owen said the inmate at¬ 
tacks lasted less than two 
minutes. □

campaign has struggled 
with questions about 
her use of a private email 
server as secretary of state 
and an upstart challenge 
from Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders. 

During her remarks, Hillary 
Clinton steered clear of 
politics, recalling the role 
her Methodist church 
played in her upbringing in

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More than 500 people attend memorial service for LL Bean CEO

— L.L. Bean’s flagship 24/7 
stores in Freeport closed 
on Sunday for the first time 
in nearly a half-century as 
500 people gathered at 
a memorial service for the 
outdoors retailer's longtime 
leader. 

The service for Leon Gor¬ 
man was held at a per¬ 
forming arts center in near¬ 
by Westbrook. Burial was to 
be private. 

The Portland Press Herald 
reported that Gorman's 
casket was center stage 
as a string quartet played 
classical music. A painting 
of Gorman, sitting along¬ 
side his two English springer 
spaniels, stood at the left of 
the casket. 

Mark Swann, executive di¬ 
rector of the Preble Street 
Resource Center, a non¬ 
profit that helps the home¬ 
less, said Gorman had 
volunteered at its Port¬ 
land soup kitchen every 
Wednesday morning for 12 
years. He said the resource 
center's annual volunteer

of the year award will be 
named the Leon Gorman 


Volunteer Service Award in 
his honor. 


Swann said Gorman was a 
very powerful person who 
dedicated his time and ef¬ 
fort to helping those with 
the least power who were 
impoverished. 

“What a lesson from Leon 
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for all of us,” Swann said. 
Gorman, the grandson of 
founder Leon Leonwood 
Bean, led the Maine-based 


company as CEO or chair¬ 
man for 46 years before 
retiring as chairman of the 
board in 2013. He died ear¬ 
lier this month of cancer. 
He was 80. 

He transformed the com¬ 
pany after his grandfa¬ 
ther's death in 1967 from a 
mail-order company with 
$5 million in annual sales 
and 100 employees into an 
international multi-channel 
retailer with sales topping 
$1.5 billion and more than 
5,000 workers. 

He also was a philanthropist 
and conservationist, giving 
to a variety of causes and 
working to ensure land is 
protected for future gen¬ 
erations. 

The fact that the Freeport 
stores closed underscores 
his importance to the com¬ 
pany and the state. 

L.L. Bean has voluntarily 
closed its stores only twice 
before, following the 
deaths of President John 
F. Kennedy and L.L. Bean 
himself. 

Since 1951, the Freeport 
stores have been open 
24/7 year-round, a tradi¬ 
tion that dates to the days 
when fishermen and hunt¬ 
ers roused L.L. Bean at all 
hours from his home above 
the store when they need¬

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UAW chooses Fiat Chrysler as target in contract talks

DETROIT (AP) — The United 
Auto Workers union said 
Sunday that it chose Fiat 
Chrysler as its target com¬ 
pany in ongoing contract 
negotiations with Detroit 
automakers. 

Fiat Chrysler — the smallest 
of the three companies — 
now becomes the focus of 
bargaining and could be 
hit with a strike if negotia¬ 
tions stall. A deal with FCA 
will also set a general pat¬ 
tern for contracts at Gen¬ 
eral Motors and Ford. 

All three companies offi¬ 
cially kicked off bargaining 
for new four-year contracts 
in July. The current con¬ 
tracts expire Monday but 
likely will be extended. The 
contracts cover around 
140,000 U.S. factory work¬ 
ers. 

In a statement, UAW Presi¬ 
dent Dennis Williams said 
all three automakers are 
“working hard" to reach an 
agreement and will contin¬ 
ue negotiating even as the 
UAW turns its focus to FCA. 
FCA confirmed its selection 
but said it would have no 
further comment. 

Kristin Dziczek, director 
of the industry and labor 
group at the Michigan- 
based Center for Auto¬ 
motive Research, says the 
choice of FCA — the small¬ 
est and least profitable of 
the Detroit Three — signals 
a different attitude at the 
UAW, which used to go 
after the most profitable 
automaker during negotia¬ 
tions. “This is the recognition 
that the union has had for 
a while, that you can’t de¬ 
stroy the companies and 
still have jobs,” she said. 

Still, this year’s talks were 
expected to be the most 
contentious in years be¬ 
cause all three companies 
are healthy and making 
money. The union wants a 
piece of the profits in the 


form of hourly pay raises 
for longtime workers who 
haven’t had one in a de¬ 
cade. 

The UAW also wants to 


close the wage gap for en¬ 
try-level workers, who make 
about half the $29 hourly 
wage of veteran employ¬ 
ees. The wage gap ben-

efits FCA the most, since 45 
percent of its hourly workers 
make entry-level wages. 
Only around 20 percent of 
workers at Ford and GM 


make the lower wage. 
Dziczek said the UAW might 
have chosen FCA because 
its CEO, Sergio Marchionne, 
has said he wants to elimi¬ 
nate the wage gap. 

All three companies also 
want to stick with profit- 
sharing instead of increas¬ 
ing hourly labor cosfs. Dur¬ 
ing the past four years, 
workers have gotten annu¬ 
al profit-sharing checks; at 
FCA, those bonuses totaled 
$9,000 per worker. 

Williams and Marchionne, 
who greeted each other 
with a hug as the nego¬ 
tiations began in July, both 
say they would consider it 
a failure if fhey can'f reach 
an agreement and work¬ 
ers strike. Workers at FCA — 
known as Chrysler before 
its 2009 merger with Fiat — 
went on a seven-hour strike 
during contract negotia¬ 
tions in 2007 but were pro¬ 
hibited from striking in 2011 
under terms of a govern¬ 
ment-funded bankruptcy. 
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Germany implements temporary border checks to limit migrants

BERLIN (AP) — Germany 
introduced temporary bor¬ 
der controls Sunday to stem 
the tide of thousands of 
refugees streaming across 
its frontier, sending a clear 
message to its European 
partners that it needs more 
help with an influx that is 
straining its ability to cope. 
Germany is a preferred 
destination for many peo¬ 
ple fleeing Syria's civil war 
and other troubled na¬ 
tions in the migration crisis 
that has bitterly divided 
Europe. They have braved 
dangerous sea crossings 
in flimsy boats — another 
34 drowned Sunday off 
Greece — and made long 
treks across unwelcoming 
countries in hopes of a bet¬ 
ter life. 

More than a week ago, 
Germany and Austria 
agreed to let in migrants 
who had massed in Hun¬ 
gary, saying it was a one¬ 
time measure to ease an 
emergency. The flow has 
continued undiminished, 
and while Germans have 
remained welcoming, offi¬ 
cials said the numbers were 
straining the country’s abil¬ 
ity to provide accommo¬ 
dations. 

Berlin has become increas¬ 
ingly frustrated with the 
reluctance of many other 
countries in the 28-nation 
European Union — espe¬ 
cially those in the former 
Eastern bloc — to share the 
burden of hosting the new¬ 


comers. Sunday's action, 
focusing on the Austrian 
border, came a day before 
a meeting of EU interior 
ministers to discuss the crisis. 
“The aim of this measure is 
to limit the current influx to 
Germany and to return to 


orderly entry procedures,” 
Interior Minister Thomas 
de Maiziere told reporters. 
“This is also urgently neces¬ 
sary for security reasons." 
De Maiziere added: “The 
great readiness to help that 
Germany has shown in re¬ 
cent weeks ... must not be 
overstretched.” 

He did not specify how 
long the border controls 
would remain in place or 
how exactly incoming mi¬ 
grants would be handled, 
saying only that Germany 


will continue to observe na¬ 
tional and European rules 
on protecting refugees. 
German officials didn’t 
have further details, but in 
principle, border checks 
allow officials to turn back 
anyone lacking valid pa¬ 


pers to enter. 

The move, de Maiziere 
said, was also “a signal to 
Europe: Germany is facing 
up to its humanitarian re¬ 
sponsibility, but the burdens 
connected with the large 
number of refugees must 
be distributed in solidarity 
within Europe.” 

Germany’s national rail¬ 
way, Deutsche Bahn, said 
it had suspended service 
from Austria to Germany 
for 12 hours at the orders of 
authorities. Most new arriv¬ 


als have come by train. 

De Maiziere noted that 
Germany isn’t technical¬ 
ly responsible for most of 
the new arrivals, pointing 
to EU rules under which 
they are supposed to be 
registered and processed 


in the first EU country where 
they arrived. He urged oth¬ 
er countries to apply those 
rules, and said people 
seeking protection cannot 
choose the country where 
they receive it. 

He said Germany was re¬ 
introducing checks at its 
borders with an “emphasis” 
on the Austrian frontier. It 
wasn’t clear whether there 
would be any change at 
other borders. 

Czech Prime Minister Bo- 
huslav Sobotka said Sun¬ 


day his country has boost¬ 
ed the police presence on 
the Austrian-Czech border 
in reaction to the German 
decision. The government 
will assess the situation on 
a regular basis and will take 
further security measures if 


needed. 

Passport-free travel in much 
of the continent under the 
so-called Schengen agree¬ 
ment is considered one of 
the EU's signal achieve¬ 
ments. The agreement al¬ 
lows countries to reintro¬ 
duce controls in excep¬ 
tional circumstances, as 
Germany did for the Group 
of Seven summit in June. 
The European Commission 
said the crisis “appears to 
be a situation covered by 
the rules."□

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Yemen’s exiled president backs out of talks with rebels 


since March. 

Yemen’s conflict pits an 
array of forces against the 
Houthi rebels, who are al¬ 
lied with security forces 
loyal to former President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh. The con¬ 
flict has killed more than 
4,000 people, leaving the 
Arab world’s poorest coun¬ 


try in the grip of a humani¬ 
tarian crisis and on the brink 
of famine. 

Several previous attempts 
to get the parties to end 
the conflict have failed, 
and it has proven nearly 
impossible to arrange a hu¬ 
manitarian pause to deliver 
desperately needed aid. 


Also Sunday, a delegation 
of anti-rebel militia lead¬ 
ers from Aden traveled 
to Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates at the 
request of the Hadi govern¬ 
ment to meet Yemeni and 
coalition officials, said anti¬ 
rebel militia leader Adeeb 
al-EisyO

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Egypt’s government resigns amid corruption probe

CAIRO (AP) — Egypt's gov¬ 
ernment resigned over the 
weekend in the face of in¬ 
tense criticism from state- 
friendly media that reflects 
growing discontent but 
stops short of faulting Presi¬ 
dent Abdel Fattah el-Sissi, 
the former general who led 
the overthrow of an Islamist 
president two years ago. 
The office of the president 
said he accepted the res¬ 
ignation of Prime Minister 
Ibrahim Mehleb and his 
Cabinet but that the min¬ 
isters would continue to 
serve until a new body is 
appointed. El-Sissi tasked 
Petroleum Minister Sherif 
Ismail with forming a new 
Cabinet within a week. 

Prior to handing in his resig¬ 
nation, Mehleb provided a 


report detailing the perfor¬ 
mance of the government, 
which two officials from the 
president’s office said el- 
Sissi found “unsatisfying. 

” The officials spoke on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause they are not autho¬ 
rized to brief reporters. 
Egypt's president is gen¬ 
erally in charge of major 
affairs of state while the 
prime minister, whom he 
appoints, handles day-to- 
day running of the govern¬ 
ment. 

El-Sissi in recent months 
has had to perform tasks 
that normally should fall to 
Mehleb, such as arranging 
meetings with ministers and 
negotiating business deals 
with foreign investors, ac¬ 
cording to the two officials.

Syria group: 

Russia seen expanding major Syrian airport

BEIRUT (AP) — Russian 
forces are expanding the 
tarmac of a major airport 
in Syria’s coastal province 
of Latakia, a stronghold 
of President Bashar Assad 
and his minority sect, a 
prominent Syrian monitor¬ 
ing group said Sunday. 

The report comes amid ris¬ 
ing concern among U.S. 
officials of increased Rus¬ 
sian military activity in Syria. 
President Barack Obama 
cast the buildup as an ef¬ 
fort to prop up the coun¬ 
try’s embattled leader, 
warning Moscow against 
doubling down on Assad. 
Russia, a longtime backer of 


Syria’s government, denies 
it’s trying to bolster Assad 
and says its increased mili¬ 
tary activity is part of the 
international effort to de¬ 
feat the Islamic State group 
which has wreaked havoc 
in Syria and Iraq. On Sun¬ 
day, the Russian foreign 
minister called for the in¬ 
ternational community to 
include the Syrian govern¬ 
ment in efforts to fight IS. 

A former Lebanese general 
with knowledge of the Syr¬ 
ian military told The Associ¬ 
ated Press last week that 
there are plans to build a 
military base in the coastal 
town of Jableh, about 25 ki¬ 
lometers (15 miles) south of 
Latakia city, where the air¬ 


port currently under devel¬ 
opment is located. Israeli 
officials also say the aim 
appears to be a military 
base. The airport, known by 
its old name Hemeimeem, 
already houses a military 
base and has come under 
shelling from advancing 
militants in the countryside. 
After the Damascus air¬ 
port, it's the most important 
functioning government- 
controlled airport in Syria. 
Officially named the Basel 
al-Assad International air¬ 
port, after the president’s 
brother who died in a car 
accident in 1994, it has one 
terminal, according to the 
Syrian Civil Aviation Author¬ 
ity website.Q

Voodoo priests’ leader Max Beauvoir dies in Haiti 
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Caribbean drug smuggling fight flies high

ABOVE THE CARIBBEAN SEA 
(AP) — As soon as the aging 
P-3 surveillance plane rum¬ 
bles off the island runway, 
a crew of three agents for 
U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection begins hunting 
with high-tech radar for 
anything that looks out of 
the ordinary in the vast Ca¬ 
ribbean Sea. 

It could be a fishing boat 
with no obvious fishing 
gear. A speed boat in the 
middle of open wafer and 
loaded with more gas cans 
than passengers. A sail 
boat that doesn’t quite sit 
right on the surface. 

“To us, every dot out there 
is a possible bad guy," said 
J.D., a senior agent, de¬ 
scribing the faint white dots 
on his radar screen during a 
surveillance flight over the 
Caribbean Sea and South 
America last month. 

J.D. spoke to The Associ¬ 
ated Press on the condition 
that he be identified only 
by his initials, because of 
safety concerns surround¬ 
ing his work to find and in¬ 
tercept cocaine. He and 
his colleagues increasingly 
are finding cocaine smug¬ 
gled across the Caribbean 
bound for the United States 
or points farther east. 

While the eastern Pacific 
Ocean remains the most 
popular route for cocaine 
smuggling, the Caribbean 
is again becoming a popu¬ 
lar option decades after 
U.S. authorities all but shut 
down cocaine smuggling 
into South Florida in the no¬ 
torious era of the cocaine 
cowboys that started in the 
1970s. 

The U.S. Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration es¬ 
timates smugglers have 
increased shipments of 
cocaine through the Carib¬ 
bean from about 60 tons to 
about 100 tons in the past 
several years. But it’s diffi¬ 


cult to measure how much 
cocaine gets through the 
dragnet of surveillance 
planes, U.S. Coast Guard 
ships and other detection 
efforts. 

Since about 2002, the DEA 
and other American agen¬ 
cies have run interdiction 
efforts, including Opera¬ 


tion Panama Express Strike 
Force North and Opera¬ 
tion Bahamas, Turks and 
Caicos, that led to the sei¬ 
zure or destruction of more 
fhan 200 fons of cocaine 
in fhe Caribbean. Yet the 
agency said its intelligence 
suggests drug flows through 
the Caribbean are on the 
rise, particularly via air and 
marine traffic from Venezu¬ 
ela to the island of Hispan¬ 
iola, which includes Haifi 
and the Dominican Repub¬ 
lic. Coast Guard Lt. Cmdr. 
Devon Brennan said his 
agency is “always taking 
drugs off fhe wafer” in part¬ 
nership with CBP, DEA and 
the U.S. military’s Joint Inter¬ 
agency Task Force South. 
The CBP crews, based out 
of Jacksonville, Florida, and 
Corpus Christi, Texas, have 
much fo do wifh those 
Coast Guard seizures in re¬ 
cent years. 

Over several weeks in June, 


P-3 crews from Jackson¬ 
ville helped tracked down 
about 114,000 pounds of 
cocaine, worth what the 
U.S. government estimates 
to be more than $1 bil¬ 
lion, said Bob Blanchard, 
the operations director for 
CBP’s national air security 
operations center. U.S. law 


enforcement estimates 
that a kilogram of cocaine 
has a wholesale value of 
about $25,000; prices for 
the drug will vary from city 
to city. 

Since the 2006 budget year 
through April 2015, P-3 mis¬ 
sions have seized about 
740 tons of cocaine, worth 
an estimated $100 bil¬ 
lion, according to statistics 
maintained by CBP. Those 
seizures have been in both 
the eastern Pacific and the 
Caribbean. 

Last month the Coast 
Guard unloaded more 
than 66,000 of cocaine 
seized over several months 
in the Pacific Ocean. In 
the past 10 months, the 
Coast Guard has seized 
about 119,000 pounds of 
cocaine, worth more than 
an estimated $1.8 billion. 
Coast Guard Adm. Paul Zu- 
kunft said.

Cruise flew similar path across 
Colombia Andes before crash

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — Actor Tom Cruise flew 
in a helicopter across the Colombian Andes just 10 
minutes before a small plane on the same danger¬ 
ous flight path crashed into a jungled mountain, kill¬ 
ing two crew members from his upcoming movie, 
civil aviation authorities said. 

An official with the aviation agency, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because they are not au¬ 
thorized to discuss the matter, said the cause of the 
crash Friday that killed two people and seriously in¬ 
jured a third is still under investigation. 

Those killed were veteran Hollywood pilot Alan 
Purwin and Venezuelan Carlos Berl, while another 
American, Jimmy Lee Garland, survived. All were 
experienced pilots although it’s not clear which of 
the three were in command of the plane at the time 
of the crash, the official said. 

“Jimmy is fhe black box right now so we need to talk 
to him to find ouf whaf happened,” fhe official said. 
They crashed while returning to the city of Medellin 
on the twin-engine Piper-Aerostar 600 after a day of 
filming with Cruise for the film “Mena,” which stars 
the actor as American pilot Barry Seal, a drug runner 
recruited in the 1980s by the CIA to try to capture 
the late cocaine kingpin Pablo Escobar. 

Cruise, a pilot, arrived in Medellin last month flying 
the same 1960s-era plane, which was similar to the 
one Seal would have flown for Escobar’s cartel, the 
official said. Photos of the actor sitting in the cockpit 
of the US-registered plane, and standing with Purwin 
outside the aircraft, have circulated for days in so¬ 
cial media. 

On Friday, Cruise left in one of two helicopters trans¬ 
porting crew from the colonial town of Santa Fe de 
Antioquia at around 5 p.m. local time. When they ar¬ 
rived at Medellin’s Olaya Herrera airport with night¬ 
fall approaching, and fhe plane didn’t show up, 
they alerted air traffic controllers, the official said. 

A plane overhead located the downed aircraft just 
below a high ridge thanks to a distress signal, allow¬ 
ing rescuers to arrive to the crash site quickly and 
rush Garland to a hospital in Medellin, where he was 
in critical but stable condition. 

“We were very lucky to get there so quickly,” said 
the official. This is the second time an aviator has 
died while working on a film with Cruise. Famed stunt 
pilot Art Scholl went down in waters near San Diego 
while performing a nose dive during the 1985 mak¬ 
ing of “Top Gun.” 

Although there were no reports of bad weather in 
Santa Fe de Antioquia when the plane took off, the 
official described the normally 10-minute flight as a 
“bungee jump” or “roller coaster" requiring a skilled 
pilot to quickly take the plane from near sea level to 
a height of 3,000 meters, or 9,800 feet, to clear the 
Andes before descending sharply for the approach 
into the steep valley surrounding Medellin.Q 


















Aruba Aloe Celebrates 125 Years 




n 1890, the seeds were liter¬ 
ally sown for a lasting leg¬ 
acy near and dear to Aru¬ 
ba's heart. Cornelis Eman 
embarked on a journey 
that would have lasting 
effects on the island both 
economically and cultural¬ 
ly. On a dusty plot of land 
scorched by the sun and 
wind in the area known as 
Hato, Cornelis saw growth 
and opportunity when 
many dismissed Aruba as 
a place where not much 
of anything of economic 
significance was grown or 
harvested. 

Although the Dutch intro¬ 
duced the Aloe vera plant 
to the island in the 1840s, it 
was Cornelis’s initiative to 
cultivate Aloe vera com¬ 
mercially that put Aruba 
on the map as “The Island 
of Aloes.” 

By 1905, Aruba Aloe Balm, 
Inc. was the world’s big¬ 
gest producer of Aloin, a 
raw, yellowish substance 
produced from the cells of 
the plant (mainly used as a 
laxative), selling it to phar¬ 
maceutical companies in¬ 
ternationally via Curacao. 
Cornelis's son, Casey, 
eventually took the reins, 
building a factory to pro¬ 
cess the raw aloin for me¬ 
dicinal purposes. In an in¬ 
terview with Dr. Koos Veel, 
who has been with Aruba 
Aloe Balm for the past 31 
years. Dr. Veel explains 


that “it was an ambitious 
project for that time—lots 
of machinery and tech¬ 
nology—but Casey was 
able to achieve produc¬ 
tion of more than 30 per¬ 
cent of the world’s aloe at 
that time, which is a huge 
achievement for a little 
company on a tiny island 
in the Caribbean." 


Casey's success was short¬ 
lived, as the giant pharma¬ 
ceutical companies, who 
were once buying the un¬ 
processed Aloin, stopped 
buying any Aloe prod¬ 
ucts—raw or processed— 
from Aruba Aloe Balm be¬ 
cause they were essential¬ 
ly in competition with them 
for the processed medici¬ 
nal product. 

Casey, defeated by the 


pharmaceutical giants, 
sold the business to his 
brother, Jani. 

Jani had a new vision for 


Aruba Aloe Balm—cos¬ 
metic products. Explains 
Dr. Veel, “Jani knew the 
benefits of using the gel ex¬ 
tracted from the leaves... 
locals had already discov¬ 
ered the benefits of using 
the gel as a moisturizer, or 
for burns and abrasions; 
you have a skin problem, 
you go straight to the gar¬ 
den, cut open a leaf, and 
put the gel on it—that was 


the standard treatment 
here in Aruba.” 

In the 1960s, Jani built a 
plant to process the gel to 
put into cosmetics. “You 
have to imagine, back 
then nobody in the world 
knew about Aloe as a 
cosmetic product, yet he 
was far ahead of his time, 
putting it in lotions and 
creams,” says Dr. Veel. 

For the most part, the Aru¬ 
ba Aloe Balm products 
were only sold in stores and 
pharmacies on the island. 
But in 1980, the Eckerd 
Pharmacy chain in Flori¬ 
da began importing Aru¬ 
ba Aloe Balm products, 
launching a new era for 
the company. 
Unfortunately, Jani passed 
away a year later. 
Cornelis's great-grandson, 
Henny Eman, took over in 
1984, hiring Professor H.E. 
Junginger, Ph.D, a pharma¬ 
ceutical technology pro¬ 
fessor, and Dr. Koos Veel. 
“We developed a whole 
new line of products—from 
shampoos and deodor¬ 
ants to skincare and sun¬ 
tan products—increasing 
the product line from five 
to 100 products," says Dr. 


Veel. The Aruba Aloe Balm 
products attracted an in¬ 
ternational audience, put¬ 
ting the company’s main 
focus on exporting again. 
In 1986, Henny Eman be¬ 
came Aruba’s prime min¬ 
ister. Understandably, his 
political duties to his coun¬ 
try left little time to run the 
growing Aloe company, 
prompting him to eventu¬ 
ally sell it to Louis Posner, a 
successful local business¬ 
man, in 2000. 

Louis pushed for further 
globalization of the brand 
and built a modern factory 
next to the original Hato 
Aloe fields, with a com¬ 
panion museum offering 
tours. The fields were fur¬ 
ther cultivated, more prod¬ 
ucts developed, and new 
packaging was achieved 
for the brand’s products. 
“The changes and invest¬ 
ment were remarkable 
and paid off,” informs Dr. 
Veel, “and fo date we 
have 17 stores in Aruba, 
one in Indianapolis, and 
one in Amsterdam...we 
also have websites in the 
U.S. and Europe that gen¬ 
erate impressive Internet 
sales, and more than 80 
employees locally.” No¬ 
tably, Aruba Aloe Balm 
also has a medical-grade 
cream, Alhydran, that is 
revered by the medical 
community and sold in 28 
countries for ifs healing ef¬ 
fects on burns and wounds, 
and for the reduction of 
scarring of the skin. 
Concludes Dr. Veel, “The 
Arubans still see Aloe as a 
very important part of their 
culture and history—you 
see it in the Coat of Arms of 
Aruba, you see it on some 
of the older houses in the 
form of decoration (folk- 
loric hex signs were once 
very popular on homes in 
Aruba), and many Arubans 
still go right to their gardens 
for treatment using their 
homegrown Aloe.”0

Bodrumand Buna, two pictures that changed history

of the body washed up on the sand was splashed on the front of all major newspapers in Brazil, 
a nation with more homicides than any other, according to the United Nations. Still, the picture 
ignited despair and indignation.

ORANJESTAD - The picture 
of the lifeless baby Ay¬ 
lan Kurdi on the beach of 
Bodrum in Turkey evoked 
emotional memories of 
the picture taken by the 
famous photographer 
George Strock of three 
dead American soldiers 
lying with their faces bur¬ 
ied in the sands of Buna 
Beach, New Guinea. That 
picture appeared in LIFE 
Magazine September 1943 
and although I was just al2 
year old boy, I remember it 
vividly. 

The soldiers had taken 
part in the invasion by the 
American armed forces to 
recover what the Japa¬ 
nese had captured of New 
Guinea the previous year; 


Aylanwas one of thousands 
of innocent victims of the 
war in Syria. Both pictures 
made a great difference in 
world history. 

Stock’s picture was the 
first ever published by the 
American press of a United 
States dead soldier during 
World War II. 

The American Govern¬ 
ment Censorship had 
been afraid that the sight 
of a dead American sol¬ 
dier would demoralize the 
people and would have 
detrimental consequences 
for the fight against Japan 
and the Nazis. Fortunately, 
the results were just the op¬ 
posite. Instead of demor¬ 
alizing, the picture unified 
the American people even 
more and fortified their re¬ 
solve to terminate the war 


with a complete victory. 
Aylan and his family were 
not participating in any 
war. On the contrary, they 
were escaping from the 
massacre that had already 
cost over 300 thousand 
lives in their country and 
had caused an enormous 
emigration to neighboring 
countries. 

Aylan was indeed an inno¬ 
cent victim of a senseless 
war, but his death was not 
in vain. Just as the picture 
of the three American sol¬ 
diers on the beach of Duna 
had rallied the American 
people, the picture of Ay¬ 
lan dramatically raised the 
worldwide awareness of 
the pathetic plight of the 
refugees. 

Excepting perhaps, that of 
Petra Lazslo, the Hungarian 


female photographer. 
Lifeless on the beach of 
Bodrum, Aylan became 
a powerful symbol of the 
Mediterranean refugee 
tragedy. 

He placed such an enor¬ 
mous weight on the con¬ 
science of the Western 
countries that they felt 
morally compelled to open 
their doors to the emi¬ 
grants. 

The three soldiers did not 
experience the world that 
they had helped to liber¬ 
ate from fascism. Neither 
will Aylan enjoy the new life 


being made available to 
the refugees through the 
hospitality of the European 
and American countries 
that are welcoming them. 
But Aylan will be remem¬ 
bered forever, because it 
was his picture, lying face¬ 
down on the beach of Bo¬ 
drum, that has given thou¬ 
sands of others the chance 
to live in peace. The two 
pictures, taken with an in¬ 
terval of over 70 years, in¬ 
deed changed the course 
of history.

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Djokovic beats Federer for 10th major title

NEW YORK (AP) — Thrilled to 
win a point in the U.S. Open 
final, and bent on proving 
a point, Novak Djokovic 
leaped and roared and 
threw an uppercut, then 
glared at some of the thou¬ 
sands of spectators pulling 
for Roger Federer. 

After winning another point 
in that game, Djokovic nod¬ 
ded as he smiled toward 
the stands. And moments 
later, Djokovic shook his 
right arm, bloodied by an 
early fall, and screamed, 
“Yes! Yes!” to celebrate a 
missed forehand by Feder¬ 
er. 

Djokovic appeared to 
be all alone out there in 
Arthur Ashe Stadium, try¬ 
ing to solve Federer while 
also dealing with a crowd 
loudly supporting the 17- 
time major champion pro¬ 
claimed “arguably the 
greatest player in the his¬ 
tory of the sport” by the 
stadium announcer during 
prematch introductions. 

In the end, Djokovic han¬ 
dled everything in a thrill- 
a-minute final on a frenetic 
night. Frustrating Federer 
with his relentless defense 
and unparalleled returning, 
Djokovic took control late 
and held on for a 6-4, 5-7, 
6-4, 6-4 victory Sunday to 


earn his second U.S. Open 
title, third major champion¬ 
ship of the year and 10th 
Grand Slam trophy in all. 

“I have a tremendous re¬ 
spect for Roger and what 
his game is presenting to 
me and to any other play¬ 
er,” Djokovic said during 
the trophy ceremony. “His 
level is always going to 
(force) the best out of you 
and that was needed from 
my side.” 


Confronted with Djokovic’s 
unequaled ability to race 
along the baseline and 
contort his body this way 
and that, sneakers squeak¬ 
ing loudly as he changed 
directions or scraping like 
sandpaper as he slid to 
reach unreachable shots, 
the 34-year-old Federer 
found himself trying to put 
the ball into the tiniest of 
spaces. And it didn't work. 
He wound up with 54 un¬ 


forced errors, 17 more fhan 
Djokovic. 

Another key statistic: 
Djokovic saved 19 of the 
23 break points he faced, 
while winning six of Feder- 
er's service games. 

One more: Djokovic won 
10 of the first 12 points that 
lasted at least 10 strokes, a 
pattern that repeated itself 
throughout the evening. 
“Being back in a final is 
where you want to be," 
said Federer, who last 
played in the title match at 
Flushing Meadows in 2009. 
“Playing a great champi¬ 
on like Novak is a massive 
challenge.” 

After all the attention paid 
to Serena Williams' bid 
for the first calendar-year 
Grand Slam, which ended 
with a semifinal loss at the 
U.S. Open, it's Djokovic 


who wound up 27-1 in ma¬ 
jor tournaments this season, 
including appearances 
in all four finals. He beat 
Andy Murray at the Austra¬ 
lian Open in January, lost 
to Stan Wawrinka at the 
French Open in June, then 
beat Federer at Wimble¬ 
don in July. 

“An incredible season,” 
Djokovic called it. 

The 28-year-old from Serbia 
also won a trio of majors in 
2011, and his career total 
ranks tied for seventh-most 
in history behind Federer. 
Djokovic also evened his 
head-to-head record with 
Federer at 21-all. They have 
met in three of the last five 
Grand Slam finals, and 
Djokovic is 3-0 in those. It is 
as spectacular a rivalry as 
there is in tennis right now, 
with contrasting styles of 
play. 

Rain began falling about 
10 minutes before they 
were supposed to head 
out from the locker room, 
and the start of the match 
was delayed for more than 
three hours, beginning af¬ 
ter 7 p.m. Won’t happen 
again: The U.S. Tennis As¬ 
sociation is in the midst of 
constructing a retractable 
roof expected to be ready 
for next year's tournament. 
In the third game, Djokov¬ 
ic slipped as he raced 
forward and fell, ripping 
skin off his hand, elbow 
and knee.

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Blue Jays can’t sweep; 


fall to Tanaka, Yanks 5-0

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

first-place Toronto Blue 
Jays put space between 
themselves and the New 
York Yankees on Saturday, 
sweeping a doubleheader 
that featured 20 innings, 
31 combined runs and a 
33-minute rain delay. 
Manager John Gibbons 
used 12 different pitch¬ 
ers in the twin-bill, though, 
and needed veteran 
knuckleballer R.A. Dickey 
to save Toronto's bullpen 
some work Sunday before 
a much-needed day off 
Monday. 

Dickey (10-11) pitched into 
the eighth, but Toronto's 
offense, without injured 
stars Troy Tulowitzki and Ed¬ 
win Encarnacion, struggled 
against New York's Masa- 
hiro Tanaka in a 5-0 loss. 
Tanaka pitched like the 
ace New York needed, 
holding Toronto to four hits 
over seven innings. The 
Yankees pulled within 3 1/2 
games of the Blue Jays af¬ 
ter Toronto had scored 30 
runs in the first three games 
of the series. 

“We came in feeling real 
good and we won three 
out of four,” Gibbons said. 
“We feel good leaving 
here.” 

Tanaka (12-6) struck out 
seven, walked none and 
threw 76 of 108 pitches for 
strikes. He is 3-0 with a 2.54 
ERA in his last four starts. 

On Aug. 15, he beat the 
Blue Jays with a five-hitter 
in Toronto. 

“He was good again to¬ 
day,” Blue Jays manager 
John Gibbons said. “He’s 
been tough on us." 

Dustin Ackley homered 
and had three RBIs for the 
Yankees, who snapped a 
five-game losing streak. 


The Blue Jays said before 
the game that Tulowit¬ 
zki will miss at least two 
weeks after cracking his 
left shoulder blade in a col¬ 
lision during the opener of 
Saturday’s doubleheader. 
Encarnacion was held out 
after aggravating a finger 
injury Saturday. 

“It’s a very small crack,” To¬ 
ronto’s general manager 
Alex Anthopoulos said of 
Tulowitzki’s injury. “Just talk¬ 
ing with the doctors, if they 
had to guess, and really it’s 
only a guess at this point, 
it could be two-to-three 
weeks and then he could 
be back for October.” 

Of Encarnacion, Anthon- 
poulos said: “I would ex¬ 
pect and hope that he’s 
back during the Atlanta 
series.” The Yankees sent 
Dickey to his first loss since 
before the All-Star break. 
The Blue Jays and Yankees 
play three more times in To¬ 
ronto from Sept. 21-23. 
Dickey (10-11) gave up five 
runs and seven hits in 7 2-3 
innings. The knuckleballer 
had been 7-0 with a 2.68 
ERA in 11 starts since losing 
at the Chicago White Sox 
on July 9. 

Ackley, starting because 
he was 4 for 11 against 
Dickey coming in, homered 
for the first time since July 8 
for Seattle against Detroit. 
New York went ahead in 
the second on sacrifice flies 
by Ackley and Didi Grego¬ 
rius. Ackley, acquired from 
the Mariners on July 30, 
hit a two-run homer in the 
fourth, and Alex Rodriguez 
added an RBI double in the 
eighth that chased Dickey. 
“Today is a great example 
of what the formula is," 
Rodriguez said. “Strong 
pitching, get the ball to our 
strong bullpen and hit the 
ball out of the park.”

signed online tool with col¬ 
lege-specific information 
about student costs, loans 
and potential earning pow¬ 
er, scaling back a planned 
ratings system that critics 
derided as too subjective 
and unworkable. 

The College Scorecard 
athttps://collegescore- 
card.ed.gov - provides a 
snapshot of what former 
students of each school 
might earn, how much 
debt they leave with, and 
what percentage can re¬ 
pay their loans. 

“Everyone should be able 
to find clear, reliable, open 
data on college afford¬ 
ability and value,” Presi¬ 


dent Barack Obama said 
in his weekly radio address. 
“Many existing college 
rankings reward schools for 
spending more money and 
rejecting more students - 
at a time when America 
needs our colleges to fo¬ 
cus on affordability and 
supporting all students who 
enroll." 

The department’s original 
scorecard had allowed 
users to search schools by 
majors offered, ZIP code, 
size and campus setting, 
among other things. 

The updated site provides 
fresh data to help students 
choose the right college, 
with an emphasis on cost 
and post-graduate results, 
department officials said in 
promoting the changes. 

For example, the scorecard 
offers the first comprehen-

manufacturers would be 
forced to implement tech¬ 
nology to keep the un¬ 
manned crafts away from 
airports and possibly events 
like parades and major 
sporting contests under 
a proposal Sen. Charles 
Schumer plans to introduce 
this week. 

Schumer said he would in¬ 
troduce an amendment to 
a bill that funds the Federal 
Aviation Administration re¬ 
quiring drones sold or op¬ 
erated in the U.S. to have 
geo-fencing technology 
that would prevent them 
from operating within two 
miles of an airport or above 
500 feet. 

The amendment would 
also encourage the FAA 
to enact policies forbid¬ 
ding drones in other “sensi¬ 


tive locations,” like sporting 
events, parades or near 
the Pentagon, Schumer 
told The Associated Press 
on Saturday. 

“God forbid a drone was 
sucked into the engine of a 
passenger airline that was 
flying, it’d be a huge trag¬ 
edy,” he said. “And it's a 
matter of time before that 
happens.” 

Under current regulations, 
drone pilots must get clear¬ 
ance to fly within 5 miles of 
a sizeable airport in most 
cases. The FAA also noti¬ 
fied drone enthusiasts in 
October that the law does 
not allow them to fly the 
aircraft near Major League 
Baseball, NFL and NCAA 
Division I college football 
games and major auto 
races. 

FAA officials did not imme¬ 
diately return a message 
seeking comment on Sun¬ 


day. 

Schumer said his amend¬ 
ment was an “elegant so¬ 
lution” to a rise in drone in¬ 
cidents at sporting events 
and parades across the 
country. He believed the 
proposal will pass this 
month with bipartisan sup¬ 
port among legislators. 
Schumer pointed to an in¬ 
cident earlier this month 
where a drone buzzed 
above a match at the U.S. 
Open before it crashed into 
empty seats in the stadi¬ 
um. A high school science 
teacher who had been fly¬ 
ing the drone in a park sur¬ 
rounding the tennis center 
was arrested on a reckless 
endangerment charge. 
“Somebody could attach 
weaponry to them, or ex¬ 
plosives,” Schumer said. 
“No one has yet, but soon¬

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Why US job openings are surging, while hiring plods

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

companies are advertising 
a lot more jobs. But when it 


comes to filling them, many 
remain cautious. 

Job openings soared 8 per¬ 
cent to 5.75 million in July, 
the most since records be¬ 
gan in 2000, the Labor De¬ 
partment said last week. 
Meanwhile, total hiring 
slipped to just below 5 mil¬ 


lion, from nearly 5.2 million 
in June. The figure suggests 
that many businesses are 
having trouble finding peo¬ 
ple with the skills they need. 


How quickly businesses fill 
their open jobs can have 
a big impact on hiring and 
wages. 

If companies decide to of¬ 
fer higher pay to attract 
more applicants, that 
would provide a much- 
needed boost to wages. 


If instead they simply take 
more time sifting through 
applications to find an ide¬ 
al candidate, that would 
slow overall job gains.

Some economists say that 
a mismatch between the 
skills of many of the un¬ 
employed and the skills 
needed by expanding 
companies is a big reason 
that openings are rising 
more quickly than actual 
hiring. Openings are up 22 


percent in the past year, 
while hiring has declined. 
For example, construction 
workers who lost jobs in the 
housing bust may not have 
transitioned to fields where 
jobs are plentiful, such as 
health care. 

“The data ... now signal un¬ 
ambiguously that the labor 
market is unable to sup¬ 
ply the people companies 
need,” Ian Shepherdson, 
chief economist at Pan¬ 
theon Macroeconomics, 
wrote in a note to clients. 
“Usually, that means wag¬ 
es will accelerate, though 
the evidence for that now 
is mixed.” 

In the past 12 months, av¬ 
erage hourly pay has in¬ 
creased just 2.2 percent, 
up from a 2 percent pace 
in July. 

But that is below the 3.5 
percent to 4 percent that is 
typical in a healthy econo¬ 
my. 

Other economists say that 
the so-called “skills mis¬ 
match” is exaggerated. 
They argue that if busi¬ 
nesses can't find the work¬ 
ers they need, then wages 
would rise more quickly. 
And if they were truly des¬ 
perate, employers should 
be willing to perform more 
training of new hires, these 
economists say.Q

Brad Smith named president, chief legal officer

NEW YORK (AP) — Microsoft 
has given longtime execu¬ 
tive Brad Smith the title of 
president, as the company 
continues its transition to a 
new generation of leader¬ 
ship. 

Smith’s full title will be presi¬ 
dent and chief legal officer. 
He has been Microsoft's 
general counsel since 2002 
and became an executive 
vice president in 2011. 

CEO Satya Nadella an¬ 
nounced the appointment 
in an email this weekend to 
employees. 

Nadella said he wants 
Smith to play a bigger role 
in strengthening Microsoft’s 
relationships and repre¬ 
senting the company pub¬ 
licly. Smith will help lead the 
company on issues like pri¬ 


vacy, security and acces¬ 
sibility, he said. 

Smith, 56, joined Microsoft 
in 1993 and has held sev¬ 
eral other titles, including 
company secretary. 

Smith is a familiar face for 
investors because he has 
been a regular presence 
on the company’s investor 
conference calls for almost 
a decade, said industry 
analyst Katherine Egbert of 
Piper Jaffray. 

“It is interesting that they 
would put him as president 
of the company because 
he doesn’t come from the 
operational side,” she said. 
“I think it’s a promotion of 
someone who’s been a sol¬ 
id executive for them for a 
long time.” 

Nadella replaced Steve 
Ballmer as CEO of Micro¬ 
soft Corp. in February 2014, 


and co-founder Bill Gates 
stepped down as chair¬ 
man at the same time. 
Ballmer retired from Micro¬ 
soft a few months later. 
Gates remains an adviser 
to the company and John 
Thompson is now the inde¬ 
pendent chairman of Mi¬ 
crosoft. 

Microsoft's stock climbed 
steadily after Nadella be¬ 
came CEO, but in the last 
few months the shares 
have struggled because 
the PC industry is in a slump. 
In July the Redmond, Wash¬ 
ington-based company re¬ 
ported another decline in 
profit and revenue from its 
Windows software for PCs. 
Under Nadella’s leadership, 
Microsoft has been invest¬ 
ing in new services and re¬ 
designing its most popular 
programs for smartphones 


and other mobile devices. 

The company has also 
announced the elimina¬ 
tion of some 26,000 jobs 
as Nadella retreats from 
Ballmer's strategy of hav¬ 
ing Microsoft make its own 
smartphones and tablets. 
In July the company wrote 
down the value of Nokia’s 
phone business, which it 
bought just a year earlier, 
by $8.4 billion. 

Microsoft also recently 
launched Windows 10, a 
free upgrade that it says 
will be the last version of 
Windows before 
it moves to a fee-for-service 
model at some point in the 
future. 

Shares of Microsoft Corp. 
rose 19 cents to $43.48 on 
Friday.

Survey: U.S. more 
competitive globally, 
inequality is a risk

WASHINGTON (AP) — In¬ 
come inequality will re¬ 
main a persistent prob¬ 
lem despite brighter 
prospects for U.S. com¬ 
panies globally, accord¬ 
ing to an annual survey of 
Harvard Business School 
alumni. Fifty-eight per¬ 
cent of the respondents 
said they thought the U.S. 
economy would either be¬ 
come more competitive 
or at least hold its ground 
against other countries 
over the next three years, 
a marked improvement 
from 2011 when just 29 
percent felt that way. But 
only about a third of re¬ 
spondents said they ex¬ 
pected companies to be 
able to increase pay and 
benefits for workers. The 
wealth disparity alarmed 
many of the surveyed ex¬ 
ecutives, with 45 percent 
saying that rising poverty 
levels could hurt their busi¬ 
nesses. The respondents 
said they worry about the 
growing concentration of 
wealth among a sliver of 
the population, but they 
appear uncertain of how 
to reduce inequality. 

Some companies have 
tried to remedy the prob¬ 
lem with pay raises. Oth¬ 
ers fear resistance from 
shareholders whose stock 
holdings might lose value 
if higher salaries raise costs 
and erode profits. “There 
is a gap between ‘I don't 
think the system is working' 
and ‘I don't know what to 
do to fix it,'" said Jan Rivkin, 
a professor of business ad¬ 
ministration at Harvard and 
co-author of the survey re- 
port.The respondents sug¬ 
gested that greater eco¬ 
nomic inequality could 
ultimately reduce demand 
for their products, hurt so¬ 
cial stability, make it harder 
to acquire skilled workers 
and provoke a backlash 
against successful compa¬ 
nies. The results could help 
to move the debate about 
inequality “from a clash 
between the haves and 
have-nots to a question of 
how can we be better,” 
because many of those 
near the top of the income 
distribution recognize the 
problem, Rivkin saidO

Big banks close to §1.9B settlement in price-fixing case

NEW YORK (AP) — Twelve 
major banks have tenta¬ 
tively agreed to pay $1.87 
billion to settle allegations 
that they colluded to fix 
prices and lock out com¬ 
petitors in the market for 
insurance-like products 
widely traded before the fi¬ 
nancial crisis, according to 
a lawyer for investors. 

The deal, if finalized, would 
be one of the largest U.S. 
anti-trust settlements, said 
Daniel Brockett, a lawyer 
representing a Los Ange¬ 
les pension fund among 
other plaintiffs. He said the 
final terms need to be ham¬ 
mered out, and a judge 
would still need to approve 
the deal. 

Bank of America, JPMor¬ 
gan Chase, Citigroup and 
other banks met secretly to 
kill proposals that would put 
the trading of these insur¬ 
ance-like products onto an 
exchange through which 
they could be bought and 
sold like stocks and their 
prices made more trans¬ 
parent, according to a 


complaint filed in U.S Dis¬ 
trict Court in New York. In 
keeping trading private 
in a “rigged” market, the 
banks cheated investors 
out of billions of dollars, the 
complaint alleges. 

“There was no central 
place to go for a stream 
of prices. You had to go to 
the banks and they con¬ 
trolled thebusiness and 


they charged high prices," 
said Brockett, a partner at 
Quinn Emanuel Urquhart & 
Sullivan. An investor “basi¬ 
cally had to pay what they 
wanted.” 

The banks have denied al¬ 
legations of wrongdoing. 
They do not face criminal 
charges. 

Emails and phone calls to 
lawyers representing sev¬ 


eral of the banks were 
not immediately returned. 
Spokespeople for Bank of 
America and Citigroup de¬ 
clined to comment. 
Another defendant in the 
suit, the International Swaps 
and Derivatives Associa¬ 
tion, said in a statement 
that it is “pleased” that the 
case is close to resolution 
and that it is “committed 


to further developing CDS 
market structure to ensure 
the market functions safely 
and efficiently.” 

CDS stands for credit- 
default swap, a product 
bought by investors to pro¬ 
tect themselves in case 
governments or companies 
default on their debts. 

The settlement was first 
reported by Bloomberg 
News. 

Credit default swaps fig¬ 
ured prominently in the fi¬ 
nancial crisis, notably in the 
near-collapse of American 
International Group, a gi¬ 
ant insurer that sold protec¬ 
tion to investors in home 
mortgages but couldn’t 
pay out on the policies 
when the housing market 
crashed. AIG eventually re¬ 
ceived $182 billion in a gov¬ 
ernment bailout. 

The case against the banks 
involves swaps they han¬ 
dled starting in the fall of 
2008, at the start of the fi¬ 
nancial crisis when Lehman 
Brothers collapsed, trigger¬ 
ing the biggest global eco¬ 
nomic downturn since the 
1930s.Q 


CVS: photo site user info possibly stolen in July hacking

NEW YORK (AP) — CVS said 
this weekend investigators 
have confirmed that the 
company that manages 
their photo website was 
indeed hacked this sum¬ 
mer, possibly resulting in the 
theft of some CVS custom¬ 
er information. 

The photo website of the 
nation’s second-largest 
drugstore chain has been 


shut down since July after 
the breach was detected. 
The photo sites of Rite Aid, 
Costco and Wal-Mart Can¬ 
ada also were affected in 
the breach. 

CVS Health Corp. said it 
started contacting poten¬ 
tially-affected customers 
on Friday. 

A spokesman for the 
Woonsocket, Rhode Island- 
based company wouldn’t 
say how many custom¬ 


ers were being notified, or 
comment beyond the note 
to consumers posted on 
CVS’ photo website. 

The company’s main CVS. 
com website, the comput¬ 
er system used by its phar¬ 
macies, its optical website 
and its MinuteClinic online 
bill pay site, all were not 
affected by the breach. 
Sales made in CVS stores 
also were not affected. 

The Rite Aid and Wal- 


Mart Canada sites also re¬ 
mained down Friday after¬ 
noon, while the Costco site 
has restarted limited opera¬ 
tions. 

Staples Inc., the parent 
company of Canada- 
based PNI Digital Media, 
which manages all of the 
sites, says that based on 
its investigation so far, it 
appears that the hackers 
breached PNI’s computer 
systems and used malware 


to capture user information 
on the company’s servers. 
But it says that there’s no 
sign that hackers accessed 
user photos or pin numbers. 
“The company is working 
with outside security ex¬ 
perts to determine the na¬ 
ture and scope of the inci¬ 
dent, including what user 
data was impacted and 
the time period involved,” 
Staples’ statement read.Q

In 2014, the Coast Guard 
seized 91 tons of cocaine 
in the ocean transit zone. 
Since 2006 the agency has 
recovered more than 814 
tons of drugs. 

“We're trying to push our 
borders away," said Ran¬ 
dolph Alles, CBP's assistant 
commissioner in charge of 
the air and marine opera¬ 
tions. “There is still a major 
flow toward the United 
States.” 

While Alles and Brennan 
are eager to promote 
U.S. triumphs in intercept¬ 
ing drug loads, they ac¬ 
knowledge that significant 
amounts of cocaine are 
still being smuggled suc¬ 
cessfully into the United 
States. 

“We get some of it,” Alles 
said. 

The P-3 crews under Alles’ 
command are workhorses 
in the drug interdiction ef¬ 
fort above the Caribbean 
and eastern Pacific, con¬ 
tributing about 6,000 pa¬ 
trol hours annually. That’s 
about 40 percent of fhe 
government's time in the

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air over the region. 

Each P-3 flight is carefully 
choreographed by a mil¬ 
itary-run task force, and 
intelligence driven. 

When J.D. and his crew 
are on the hunt, they 
“sanitize a box” by 
searching every inch of 
a designated search 
area. If they spot a sus¬ 
pect boat, the plane will 
typically stay high above 
it, taking pictures of the 
vessel and its cargo if pos¬ 
sible. The goal is to stay in 
the area, tracking a drug¬ 
laden boat until an “end 
game” can arrive, be it a 
Coast Guard or Navy ship 
or authorities from the 
nearest partner country. 
When there is no end 
game available, the P-3 
pilot routinely will fly closer 
fo the boat, a maneuver 
that not only startles the 
smugglers, but routinely 
causes them to dump 
their drugs overboard. 
Even in a case when no 
one is arrested, a mission 
is considered a success 
if the cargo gets tossed 
overboard. 

“We're trying to cut down 
the flow,” Alles said. 

The goal for U.S. authori¬ 


ties is to have air cover¬ 
age on a near constant 
basis. The crews based in 
Florida and Texas spend 
up to a week at a time 
flying pafrol missions from 
Curacao, Panama and 
Costa Rica, among other 
locations. But from time to 
time, a surveillance mis¬ 
sion will be scrapped in 
favor ofher security op¬ 
erations. 

That happened to J.D. 
and his crew on a mid- 
July mission in Curacao. 
For several days during 
their weeklong stay, the 
crew was tasked with air 
security operations over 
South America. But even 
when the mission chang¬ 
es, J.D. and the other 
drug detection agents 
manning radar screens 
are constantly on the 
lookout for anything in 
the water that seems sus¬ 
picious. It can be a mo¬ 
notonous effort that Stan 
Konopacki, a detection 
enforcement officer who 
works with J.D., described 
as a lot like fishing. 

“Hours of boredom bro¬ 
ken up by moments of 
sheer pandemonium,” 
Konopacki said.Q

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Scientists expect Hawaii’s worst coral bleaching ever

KANEOHE, Hawaii (AP) 

— Warmer-than-normal 
ocean temperatures 

around Hawaii this year will 
likely lead to the worst coral 
bleaching the islands have 
ever seen, scientists said Fri¬ 
day. 

Many corals are only just 
recovering from last year’s 
bleaching, which occurs 
when warm waters prompt 
coral to expel the algae 
they rely on for food, said 
Ruth Gates, the director of 
the Hawaii Institute of Ma¬ 
rine Biology. The phenome¬ 
non is called bleaching be¬ 
cause coral lose their color 
when they push out algae. 
The island chain experi¬ 
enced a mass bleaching 
event in 1996, and an¬ 
other one last year. This 
year, ocean temperatures 
around Hawaii are about 
3 to 6 degrees Fahrenheit 
(2 degrees Celsius) warm¬ 
er than normal, said Chris 
Brenchley, meteorologist 
for the National Weather 
Service in Honolulu. 
Bleaching makes coral 
more susceptible to disease 
and increases the risk they 
will die. This is a troubling 
for fish and other species 
that spawn and live in coral 
reefs. It’s also a concern for 
Hawaii's tourism-depen- 
dent economy because 
many travelers come to the 
islands to enjoy marine life. 
Gates compared dead 
coral reef to a city laid to 
rubble. 

“You go from a vibrant, 
three-dimensional structure 
teeming with life, teeming 
with color, to a flat pave¬ 


ment that’s covered with 
brown or green algae,” 
said Gates. “That is a re¬ 
ally doom-and-gloom out¬ 
come but that is the reality 
that we face with extremely 
severe bleaching events.” 
Gates said 30 to 40 per¬ 
cent of the world’s reefs 
have died from bleaching 
events over the years. Ha¬ 
waii's reefs generally have 
been spared such large 
scale die-offs until now. 
Most corals bleached last 
year bounced back, for 
example. But Gates said it 
will be harder for these cor¬ 
als to tolerate the warmer 


temperatures two years 
in a row. “You can’t stress 
an individual, an organism, 
once and then hit it again 
very, very quickly and hope 
they will recover as quick¬ 
ly,” she said. 

Scientists have reports of 
bleaching in Kaneohe Bay 
and Waimanalo on Oahu 
and Olowalu on Maui. For 
the Big Island, reports of 
bleaching have come in 
from Kawaihae to South 
Kona on the leeward side 
and Kapoho in the south¬ 
east. 

Scientists on an expedition 
to the remote, mostly un¬ 
inhabited islands in the far 
northeastern end of the is¬ 
land chain reported some 
coral died after last year's 
bleaching event. Courtney 
Couch, a researcher at the 
Hawaii Institute of Marine 
Biology, said a mile and a 
half of reef on the eastern 


side of Lisianski Island was 
essentially dead. Coral fur¬ 
ther out from the atoll han¬ 
dled the warm tempera¬ 
tures better, she said. 

Brian Neilson, an aquatic 
biologist with the state De¬ 
partment of Land and Nat¬ 
ural Resources, said people 
could help by not adding 
to the coral's problems. 
That means avoiding fer¬ 
tilizing lawns and wash¬ 
ing cars with soap so con¬ 
taminants don’t flow into 
the ocean. People should 
avoid walking on coral and 
boaters should make sure 
they don’t drop anchor on 
coral. Fishermen should fish 
responsibly, he said. 
Scientists have also asked 
people to help them keep 
track of bleached coral by 
reporting sightings to the 
state’s “Eyes on the Reef” 
website at www.eorhawaii. 
org . 


Brenchley, from the Nation¬ 
al Weather Service, said 
it’s not known why waters 
around Hawaii and other 
parts of the northeast Pacif¬ 
ic are warmer than normal 
this year. This warm water 

— nicknamed “The Blob" 

— is coinciding with El Nino, 
which is a general warming 
of parts of the Pacific that 
changes weather world¬ 
wide. But Brenchley said it 
isn’t the result of El Nino. 
Hawaii is home to 85 per¬ 
cent of the coral under U.S. 
jurisdiction, including 69 
percent within the mostly 
uninhabited islands of the 
Papahanaumokuakea Ma¬ 
rine National Monument. 
Another 15 percent of U.S. 
coral lies among the Main 
Hawaiian Islands — from Ni- 
ihau in the north to the Big 
Island in the south — where 
the state’s 1.4 million peo¬ 
ple live.Q

LOS ANGELES (AP) — “The 
Perfect Guy” and “The Visit” 
sailed past modest open¬ 
ing weekend expectations 
— and budgets — locking 
in debuts in the mid-$20 mil¬ 
lion range thanks in part to 
good timing and robust fe¬ 
male turnout. 

“The Perfect Guy,” a PG-13 
rated thriller starring Sanaa 
Lathan and Michael Ealy, 
secured the first place spot 
with $26.7 million, accord¬ 
ing to Rentrak estimates on 
Sunday. The Sony/Screen 
Gems film cost only $12 mil¬ 
lion to produce. 

M. Night Shyamalan's nail- 
biter “The Visit,” a $5 mil¬ 
lion production from mi¬ 
cro-budget horror-makers 
Blumhouse, took a close 
second with an estimated 
$25.7 million for distributor 
Universal. With numbers 
this close, the places might 
shift when Monday actu¬ 
als roll in, but both films 
are resounding successes 
on a weekend that often 
doesn’t go noticed on the 
release calendar. 

“We're not breaking any re¬ 
cords, but this is the perfect 
weekend for these films,” 
said Paul Dergarabedian, 


the Senior Media Analyst for 
Rentrak. “Studios are find¬ 
ing a land of opportunity in 
weekends that were here¬ 
tofore ‘slow weekends’ at 
the box office and proving 
that audiences are always 
looking for new content.” 
Female audiences helped 
“The Perfect Guy” shoot to 
the No. 1 spot. An estimat¬ 
ed 69 percent were wom¬ 
en and 58 percent over the 


age of 25. 

“It bodes well for the lon¬ 
gevity of the film. Not only 
is it a date movie, but it’s a 
film that girlfriends are go¬ 
ing to go to together as 
well,” said Rory Bruer, So¬ 
ny's President of Worldwide 
Distribution. Audiences also 
gave the film a promising 
A- CinemaScore., 

“The Visit” also saw a ma¬ 
jority female audience 


(60 percent) on opening 
weekend, although exist¬ 
ing crowds gave this one a 
B- CinemaScore. This is the 
eighth successful $20-plus 
million opening for produc¬ 
er Jason Blum’s Blumhouse 
Productions, which special¬ 
izes in micro-budget horror 
films including the “Insidi¬ 
ous" and “Paranormal Ac¬ 
tivity” series. “Jason Blum is 
really continuing to devel¬ 


op his brand name. Peo¬ 
ple look to those films as 
having something special 
about them. It's magical 
when that combines with 
M. Night Shyamalan, who 
has absolutely built his rep¬ 
utation on mining the unex¬ 
pected. It's a great combi¬ 
nation," said Nick Carpou, 
Universal's President of Do¬ 
mestic Distribution. 

In third place, “War Room” 
continues to prove mightily 
powerful with $7.4 million 
in its third weekend in the¬ 
aters, but the faith-based 
categorization isn't always 
a sure revelation. “90 Min¬ 
utes in Heaven," a Christian 
film starring Kate Bosworth, 
opened in ninth place to 
only $2.2 million from 878 lo¬ 
cations. It's a fine result for 
the film, but pales in com¬ 
parison to “War Room” 
which now boasts a $39.2 
million domestic total. 

“A Walk in the Woods” 
and “Mission: Impossible 
— Rogue Nation" rounded 
out the top five with $4.7 
million and $4.2 million, 
respectively. “Mission: Im¬ 
possible" also earned a gi¬ 
gantic $91.3 million interna¬ 
tionally this weekend, with 
China accounting for $86 
million of the total. □

Joe Urschel has written a com¬ 
pelling tale that looks at the 
turbulent year of 1933, and the 
narrative reads like the most nail- 
biting thriller imaginable — yet 
it’s all true. 

The Dust Bowl was ravaging the 
Midwest and the Great Depres¬ 
sion was hurting everyone across 
the country. Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt was getting ready to 
take over the presidency — and 
hopefully heal and repair the 
fragile nation. A man working 
for the Justice Department was 
on the verge of losing his job 


and needed a major case to 
restore his reputation. J. Edgar 
Hoover saw opportunity in the 
kidnapping of an oilman named 
Charles Urschel. 

George “Machine Gun" Kel¬ 
ly and his wife, Kathryn, were 
known for robbing banks, but 
the money started to be in short 
supply. Prohibition was coming 
to an end, and the profits from 
bootlegging were drying up. The 
new method for obtaining lots of 
money fast was kidnapping, and 
the more famous and wealthy 
person taken, the more the fami¬ 
ly would be willing to pay for that 
person’s safe return. 


Hoover and the FBI would be¬ 
come household names, and 
the criminals they would bring to 
justice would become infamous. 
Still, the apprehension of the Kel¬ 
lys on kidnapping charges is only 
the beginning of the story. 

Urschel does an amazing job 
chronicling a time in history that 
was rough for those that lived 
it while making the events ex¬ 
tremely readable. All history 
textbooks should be this fun and 
informative. Even experts of the 
period will find this book reward¬ 
ing and might learn something 
new.Q
